THE JEWS IN CZECHO-SLOVAKIA. 

According to the report read by the Deputies for the February mect- 
ing there were twelve thousand Jewish Sfaateniose in Czecho-Slovakia, of 
whom seven hundred and sixty-eight had. during a very short period, been 
deported. I chi wlenged the right of the Czecho-Slovakian Government to 
deport people without nationalities who had lived in that country prior to 
the outbreak of the War. The London Legation of the Czecho-Slovakian 
Republic has now supplied me with definite proof that the report of the 
Joaint Foreg m Committee of the Dep. ities was based upon an incerrect 
rendering into English of a German statement made by the Minister of 


the Interior of the Czecho-Slovakian Government. The German word 
flassen Was mis-translated into “expelled” instead of “to relieve of 


citizenship.” This referred to seven bundred and sixty-eight Jews who 
had on their own accord adopted the nationality of a neighbourin: 
country. and had, therefore, been * relieved of Czecho- Slovakian citizen- 


ship. They were not expelled and are still living very peacefully in 
Cze-ho-Slovakia. Furthermore, the twelve thousand Jews to whom 
reference was made were not ~ Staatenlose” but “ Aus/lander, which 


means foreigners. I have apologised to the Czecho-Slovakian Legation in 
London for my letter, which was based upon information I deemed utterly 
reMable, and have promised them to send you this explanatory note, 


which 1 would like you to give the same publicity as given to my orig nal 
letter.-

Rashi, commenting on the first verse, enquires what is the

The first is that the 
natural world about us is the most permanent phenomenon 


we know. Heaven and earth remain the permanent witnesses of 
the eternal verities. They will bear evidence when evil befalls 
Israel, that warning was given them of the consequences of evil 
deeds. But another interesting explanation offered by Rashi suggests 
the analogy between the law and order we find illustrated in the 
natural world and the laws of God~—the moral laws-——of life and 
human dependence upon both. The Holy One, blessed be He, said 
to Israel; “Gaze on the heavens I have created to be of service to 
you and to humanity at large. Note how they never change their 
nature. Did the sun ever forget to rise in the east and to give light 
to the earth? ‘The sun rises, the sun sets. Gazeatthe earth, which 


also I have created to serve you. Has it ever changed its 
nature’? Have you sown in it, and nothing bas sprung forth? 
Did you sow seeds of wheat and there sprang forth barley?”

It may, however, be doubted. whether these aspects of 
life aré really contradictory, whether they are not in fact 


complementary one to the other. As arguments and motives for 
individual well being, for the promotion of moral and healthy lives, 
they are in constant use by every teacher and philosopher. The 
beauty of holiness, the joy of aspiration, the desire to live sane and 
clean and helpful lives are not lessened by the knowledge that these 
aims bring in their train certain well known and mundane benefits. 
Knowledge of consequences is a powerful aid towards the achieve- 
ment of high ideals. The necessity to obey a law often reveals the 
unsuspected satisfaction and delight that comes of a law obeved 
Asylums and hospitals may teach us that ignorance of consequences. 
may be a greater crime against society than neglect of high ideals. 
It may be that Moses raises every motive that actually influences 
men, in order to win them for the higher life. It is not, however, 
essential to assume this. He asks that men shall love ihe Lord 
their God, obey His voice and cleave to Him. But he sets out also 
to prove to them that God is their life and the length of their days. 
It is not that Moses asks Israel to serve God, because it will be 
profitable to them. He asks them to serve God because they love 
Him. And he endeavours to make them love God by reciting all 
Hfis Jove and friendliness and patience towards them and by 
pointing out in clearest tones the evil which that love is 
secking to ward off and the blessing which that love desires 
to pour upon them. ‘They are not asked to serve God for 
what they can gain by it. They are to serve Him because of 
His love and graciousness. From this love obedience flows as a 
natural and necessary result. That is always his main contention, 
If inaddition, he points out, the necessary results of a refusal to 
turn to God in this way, he does not set forth slavish fear or calcu. 
lating prudence as in themselves religious motives. They are only 
natural and reasonable arguments to induce men to see the other 
side. It is like a pause in a great address, after which he may win 
them to the love of God. He deals with men as National beings, 
who can estimate the result of their acts, and he warns them of the 
death that must be the end of neglect and of corruption. So 
may they keep the path between extremes, ignoring neither the 
inner heart of religion, nor scaring too high for ordinary mortal 
men. The rigour of the law insists on the blessing or the curse 
which must inevitably follow right choice or wrong. But the ten. 
derness of the Divine love can never be more beautifully depicted 
than in the pictures given us in this Book of Deuteronomy of God's 
dealings with His people, Israel.

‘“DIVERTING ATTENTION FROM DOMESTIC PROBLEMS 


MR, LOUIS LIPSKY’S ATTACK. 
[From our Correspondent.—NrW YORK. | 

The Zionist leaders here express the conviction that the new 
British National Government will lead to a change for the better 
in Palestine policy. Mr. Thomas, the new Colonial Secretary, is 
recognised to be fair, unprejudiced and sympathetic to the Jewish 
National Home policy. 

The Administration of the Zicnist Organisation of America has 
issued an official statement, accepting full responsibility for the acts 
of the majority of the American Delegation atgCongress, and urging 
Zionists to avoid internal differences and to continue their efforts 
to rebuild the Jewish National Homeland. Mr. Louis Lipsky, a 
former Z.O.A. President, has attacked the Administration, because, 
he says, their statemént was merely intended to divert public 
attention from domestic issues. Mr. Lipsky declared that Judge 
Mack and Justice Brandeis are not personally involved in the group 
that uses their names and that this group finds it politica'ly of value 
to designate itse!f the “Brandeis-Mack” group. Mr. Lipsky bas 
opened up a new series of attacks on the administration, and has 
advocated their removal “in view of their failure to manage Zionist 
affairs successfully in the United States during the past year.” 

More Schulmanisms. 

Rabbi Samuel Schulman, a vigorous anti-Zionist, bas just 
returned from Europe and in a Press statement has declared that 
in his opinion, the Zionist movement is disintegrating and the 
Agency is becoming more and more independent of the Zionist 
Organisation. He described the Congress as the most interesting 
since the launching of the movement, for “it marked the death of the 
Jewish Nationalism of Herzl.” Congress, he stated, refused to adopt 
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the resolution demanding a Jewish State. and even refused t° 
express a wish for a Jewish majority; it had to refuse because it 
recognised the impossibility of realising such aims. “Congress 
adopted a resolution made up of a conglomeration of conventional 
Zionist phrases,” he said. “But that deceived no one. What 
valuable factors were in the movement will become the possession 
of Israel. Nationalism was not one of them.” 


Mr. Sokolow Not Going to Geneva. 


Mr. N. Sokolov, the President of the Zionist Organisation, who 
had an important conference in Paris with Baron Edmond de 
Rothschild, has decided not to go to Geneva in connection with tle 
meetings of the League of Nations. He is proceeding to London 
almost immediately. It is believed that the change of his plans is 
due to the change of Government in England. 


Jewish Motor-Cyclists Imprisoned in Poland. 

The Palestine Jewish Press states that the Palestine Jewish 
motor-cyclists, during their visit to Poland, were detained bythe Polish 
police near the frontier, because they had remained in the country 
two days after the expiration of their visas. The motor-cyclists 
pleaded that they had a breakdown and consequently had to remain 
on Polish territory longer than they anticipated. Nevertheless, they 
were ordered to pay a fine of 100 zlotys each. As they were unable 
to pay the sum demanded they were sent to prison. 

As a result of the efforts made by the Zionist leaders. the 
authorities subsequently released the motor-cyclists, who were 
allowed to proceed to Riga without paying the fine originally imposed 
on them.

-THE BETH DIN, 

Indeed, the Rabbis were so much impressed 
with the idea of Heavenly justice always in 
operation that they speak of a Heavenly Beth 
Din or the “ Upper Beth Din,” presided over 
by the Almighty Himseif. Many decisions 
are attributed in the Talmud to the inspiration 
of this Divine Court, the seat supreme 
justice. Some of the hymns sung on New 
Year and the Day of Atonenmient aliude to this 
Court and it is referred to in Kol Nidre. This 
feeling that justice is essentially a Divine 
characteristic, is typically Hebraic. Itoccurs 
very early in our literature. We find it 
reflected in the altercation between Abraham 
and God when the Patriarch was pleading for 
the threatened cities of Sodom and Gomorrah. 
“That be far from Thee to do after this 
manner, toslay the righteous with the wicked, 
so that the righteous should be as the wicked: 
that be far from Thee. Shall not the Judge 
of all the carth do right ?” 

RELIGION AND JUSTICE. 

The association of justice with religion is 
also essentially Jewish. The two were closely 
associated and little distinction was drawn 
between civil and religious law. “ Justice, 
justice shalt thou pursue,” was an iajunction 
of prime importance, and the Rabbis saw a 
Significance in the repetition of the word. 
Justice was to be pursued both for rich and 
poor, whatever the nature of the catise. The 
same Hebrew word was used for justice, 
righteousness and charity. That fact ill 
trates how justice was regarded. 
be pure and it was to be merciful,
